In a two-paragraph letter to Social Ser­ 
vice Director James Walsh, the governor 
ordered new rules and regulations to be 
issued for enforcement of that 1973 law 
prohibiting use of Medicaid funds for 
abortions that were “not medically in­ 
dicated.” 
“Missouri’s policy in this area to be 
reflected in these regulations is that state 
funds will not be expended for non- 
therapeutic abortions,” the directive said. 
“We will continue to make available 


funds for abortions where the attending 
physician certifies that a full-term preg­ 
nancy and childbirth in his medical opinion 
could lead to the cessation of the mother’s 
life,” the directive added.

JEFFERSON CITY. Mo. <AP> - State 
financing of abortions other than those nee­ 
ded to save the life of the mother has been 
ordered stopped bu Gov Joseph Teasdale 
T easdale's 
directive 
to the 
state 
Departmetn of Social Services on Wed­ 
nesday came only hours after a panel of 
three fedral judges in St. Louis dismissed 
athree-year old court challenge that had 
halted implementation of a state law 
banning public financing of most abortions 
In a two-paragraph letter to Social Ser­ 
vice Director James Walsh, the governor 
ordered new rules and regulations to be 
issued for enforcement of that 1973 law 
prohibiting use erf Medicaid funds for 
abortions that were "not medically in­ 
dicated.” 
"Missouri's policy in this area to be 
reflected in these regulations is that state 
funds will not be expended for non- 
therapeutic abortions," the directive said 
"We will continue to make available 


funds for abortions where the attending 
physician certifies that a full-term preg­ 
nancy and childbirth in his medical opinion 
could lead to the cessation of the mother’s 
life.’’ the directive added 
Wlash. 
in

interview, 
said 
the 
regulations will follow the language in the 
letter, but would probably take several 
weeks until they would become effective 
He said the state financing of most abor­ 
tions for poor women should halt by the end 
of August at the latest 
"It's too bad that another one should 
occur." Walsh said of the procedural delay 
in beginning the ban, "But we have to follow 
the rule-making process " 
Federal Judges Roy Harper, James 
Meredith and Noah Webster dismissed the 
court challenged to the 1973 state law 
following the U.S. Supreme Court decision 
last month that states were not obligated to 
finance abortions for poor women, if the 
mother's life was not in danger 


In the 2>z years the state had been under 
the three-judge panel's court order to 
finance the abortions, an estimated 5,000 
abortions costing about $375,000 were paid 
for through the Medicaid program 


In 1975, the Missouri Legislature became 
the first in the nation to ask Congress to call 
a Consitutional Convention for the adoption 
of an anti-abortion amendment to the 
consitution 


That petition came after several efforts 
failed to restrict abortions following the 1973 
landmark U. S Supreme Court decision 
prohibiting the state regulation of abortion 
during the first three months of pregnancy. 
Critics of the high court’s latest ruling say 
it negates most of the value of that 1973 
decision, which they claimed opened up 
abortions for poor women through Medicaid 
financing They said women w ho had money 
could obtain abortions even before the 1973 
ruling

Citizens protest beer garden in Oran park 


ORAN—The City Council Tuesday night 
heard from 33 citizens protesting the 
council s granting approval to the Oran 
Jayceea to establish a beer garden in the 
City Park during their Community Day 
festivities July 31. 
The Council also passed an ordinance 
prohibiting loitering or trespassing on 
public or posted private property, heard an 
oral resignation from alderman Charlie 
Liles, appointed an auxiliary police of 
fleer,agreed to assist in blacktoppuig tow 
toads; and accepted for consideration the 
annual city audit from Donald Barklage at 
Hoc he Barklage Co of Cape Girardeau 
In 
presenting 
the completed 
audit, 
Barklage said the city is basically in good 
shape and the main suggestions by his firm 
would be for the city to adopt a double-entry 
bookkeeping system and to transfer $1,726, 
which is being carried under the general 
revenue account, to the proper accounts 
After hearing from the auditor, Mayor 


Evans suggested that Barklage meet with 
the council next month to further explain 
the double-entry bookkeeping procedure, 
Barklage said he would meet with the 
council on a date it selects 
He then 
presented a bill in the amount o.<$ 2,000 for 
the audit services, which the council did not 
act upon 
At 1:40 p m Mayor Evans moved the 
meeting from City Hall to the Oran Public 
Library next door to meet with the citizens 
who had come to protest the beer garden 
The library building was needed because 
of its larger meeting area 
Starting discussion with the group, Mayor 
Evans read the portion of the City Council s 
June 7, 1977 meeting that pertained to the 
granting of a section of the City Park to be 
roped off and used by the Oran Jaycees for a 
beer garden 
At the June 7 meeting, members of the 
Oran Jaycees asked the council fur per 
mission to operate the beer garden, which 


would dispense free beer to contestants 
entered in the activities to be held at the 
Jayces Community Day, July 31 at the City 
Park and would be controlled by the 
Jaycees 
Mayor Evans read that approval was 
given on condition that the beer garden area 
be located in the back of the park and roped 
off, also that the beer not be allowed to be 
removed from the roped off area 
After reading the minutes he asked if the 
group had a spokesperson Verlin Jackson 
said he was a spokesman for the group, 
which consisted of citizens and members of 
the Trinity Methodist Church, First Baptist 
Church and United Pentecostal Church, all 
of Oran 
Jackson said the group was in opposition 
to beer being dispensed in the public park 
and that on his checking the park on July 2 it 
was found that signs were posted that stated

He asked the council U the or 
dinance was still in effect and if it was, how 
it could be changed'' 
Mayor Evans replied that the ordinance 
was still in effect, the same as some other 
ordinances which have been on the books 
for years and not strictly enforced 
Open discussion followed in which the 
opposing group maintained that if there was 
an ordinance against drinking public places 
it should be enforced, not condoned, which 
is what the city would (*• doing il the beer 
garden is allowed 
Mayor Evans said approval was given

organization and the beer will not be sold 
Alderman C C Parks made a motion that 
the city rescind the approval granted for the 
beer garden in June 
Alderman Melton 
Harris seconded the motion 
Before the council could take action. Ken 
Schlitt, president of the Oran Jaycees, who 
was also present, told the gathering that his 


organization then would not hold the beer 
garden in the park, but would hold it on 
private property, 
The council then approved rescinding the 
granting of the beer garden in the park 
Mayor Evans then directed the council to 
return to City Hall to continue the meeting 
After returning to City Hall, alderman 
Charlie Liles submitted hi* resignation 
from the City Council, which the Council did 
not accept 
Mayor Evans then read an ordinance 
pertaining to loitering and trespassing on 
city streets and property and on posted 
private property, which would prohibit the 
loitering or trespassing by anyone on public 
streets or property and within 500 feet of 
private property (churches, schools, etc I 
which were posted 
Violation of this ordinance will be con 
sidered a misdemeanor and persons con­

ROTC IS BACK 
IN BUSINESS 
Military careers — especially via the college Reserve 
Officer Training Corps (ROTC) — are bfginning to look 
better to young Americans facing a tight job market. 
Army ROTC, largest of the three run by the military 
services and which wilted under the torrent of student 
protests from 165,430 cadets in 1967 to 33,220 in 1973, has 
grown steadily each year since. Enrollment now stands 
at 54,671. 
Three reasons are given. First, the Vietnam War, 
which generated the protests, is over. A new college 
generation is looking at ROTC with eyes unjaundiced by 
disaffection with that wretched conflict. 
Then, too, last year’s bicentennial celebration brought 
what ROTC officials refer to as “a tinge of patriotism” to 
college student. 
Most important, perhaps, is the fact that these days the 
military is a beneficient employer. New second 
lieutenants start at about $12,000 a year, plus such cushy 
perquisites as commissary privileges, free medical care 
and the like. 
Add to that the fact that even a second lieutenant 
begins as a boss — in a manner of speaking — and the 
total sum of allurement to the military life is not to be 
denied, especially at a time of relatively high unem­ 
ployment, when holders of academic doctorates often 
end up as stockroom clerks. 
A successful four-year tour of active duty as a reserve 
officer is a pretty impressive credential that the young 
person has learned the principles of leadership and 
management. 
These are undeniably marketable skills in a future 
civilian job market. Students entering college next fall 
should give ROTC serious consideration for their own 
good as well as their country’s.

WASHINGTON - The rest of 
the country always thinks of 
Californians as strange people, 
It isn’t really their fault. There 
is something in the water out 
there that does it to them. 
Walpole, who lives in Marin 
County, just wrote me a letter 
explaining why people in Nor­ 
thern California are going off 
their rockers. 
“ We 
were told,” 
wrote 
Walpole, “that there was a 
drought up here and we had to 
conserve on water. So we did 
exactly what they asked us to. 
We rationed our bath water, we 
stopped watering our lawns, we 
even 
thought 
twice 
before 
flushing the toilet. When it came 
to water conservation we rose to 
the challenge. 
“We were a dirty, but pround 
people. We had ‘ring around the 
collar,’ but it was a small price 
to pay for saving the most 
precious liquid known to man. 
“Our wives hung up their 
laundry with ‘tatletale gray’ but 
the neighbors never told them 
they were using the wrong 
detergent. 
We drank wine in­ 
stead of water, we swam in 
swimming 
polls 
filled with 
algea, Our children wore stains 
on their clothes to school, and 
learned to brush their teeth only 
once a day. We learned the true 
meaning of the 
war-time 
slogan, ‘Take a shower with a 
friend.’ 
“So what happened? The first 
thing they did was raise our 
water rates. 
“When I called up the water 
department to find out why, the 
man replied, ‘Because people 
are using mud) less water and 
our revenues are down. We had 
to raise our rates to compensate 
for the lost income caused by the 
conservation measures we put 
into effect.’ 


“I said to him ‘You mean to 
tell me the less water we use the 
more we have to pay for it?’” 
“‘That should be obvious to 
anyone,’ he said in a huff. 
Somebody has to pay for the 
water the people don’t use. ’ 
“‘But that’s crazy,’ I yelled at 
him. ‘You people told us to cut 
down on water and we did. Now 
you say we have to be penalized 
for doing without it.’ 
‘“We didn’t expect everyone 
to turn off their spigots. 
You 
people are all overachievers. 
We asked you to cut down on the 
use of water, but we didn’t plan 
on you saving so much water 
that we would lose money on it. 
The water department can’t run 
without revenues.’ 
"I said ‘Well why didn’t you 
tell us how much water to 
conserve? ’ 
“He said ‘ We wanted you to 
conserve as much as possible.’ 
‘“That’s what we did,’ I 
screamed at him. 
“He replied, ‘Then you have to 
pay for it. 
The only way the 
rates will come down is if you 
start using water again. You 
have to use up your allotments, 
or we may have to take drastic 
measures, such as fining and 
penalizing you for not watering 
your lawn or taking enough 
baths. 
I hate to say this but 
we’re ashamed of all ot you.' 
“Well, It hasn’t been easy on 
any of us,” Walpole continued in 
his letter. “Once you’re hooked 
on water conservation it’s hard 
to get off it. I’ve got the lawn 
hoses going all day long, the 
water is now running in the tub, 
and we’re washing our clothes 
three times a day. I doubt if it 
will be «tough to use up our 
allotment in time for our next 
water bill. But we’re doing the 
best we can. 
“The last thing I want to do is 
be fined for saving water Oat 
the district has to sell us if it 
wants to stay in business.”

Nine years after discovery of 
the huge oilfield at Prudhoe 
Bay, oil at last is flowing 
through the 800-mile trans- 
Alaska pipeline-and the nation 
has a brand new energy 
headache. 
The problem is that by Oct.l 
the pipeline will be transporting 
1.2 million barrels a day, twice 
as 
much 
as 
West 
Coast 
refineries 
can 
absorb. 
Moreover, no pipeline is ready 
to move the surplus to the 
Midwest, where it is much 
needed. 
Clearly, a permanent solution 
must include a pipeline con­ 
necting the ’west ’coast with 
crude-hungry 
midcontinent 
refineries. Until that is done oil 
industry officials and President 
Carter’s energy advisers have 
three temporary ways to go, 
unfortunately none of them 
attractive. 
The choices are to sell un­ 
needed Alaska crude to Japan in 
return for Middle East oil 
delivered to the East Coast: to 
ship it in tankers through the 
Panama Canal to the Gulf 
Coast: or to relieve the glut by 
shutting 
down 
the 
Naval 
Reserve oilfield at Elk Hills, 
Calif. 
Purely from an economic 
standpoint, selling some 600,000 
barrels a day to Japan makes 
sense. However, the political 
and psychological costs would 
be excessive. 
Too many people believe there 
is no oil shortage and the 
“crisis” is a ripoff engineered 
by a greedy industry. Seeing 
Alaska crude flowing to Japan 
would reinforce such suspicions 
and make the public less likely 
to cooperate in energy con­ 
servation. 
Also, trading Alaskan for 
Middle Eastern crude would 
keep 
this 
country 
highly 
vulnerable to another oil em­ 
bargo,, hardly a sound policy. 
Since supertankers can’t use 


the Panama Canal, the Alaska 
surplus would have to move to 
Gulf ports in small vessels: an 
expensive 
and 
wasteful 
procedure. 
However, 
this 
probably will turn out to be the 
least bad temporary measure. 
Closing down the Elk Hills 
would deprive the country of 
250,000 barrels a day of domestic 
production and make us more

With about a year of work a 
gass pipeline from Midland, 
Texas to Long Beach. Calif, 
could be “turned around" and

WASHINGTON - In sheer 
dimensions, the W atergate 
scandal will take a back page 
in history to the oil scandal. We

We have 
also interviewed key Nixon Ad­ 
ministration officials familiar 
with the backstage develop­ 
ments. Here is the incredible 
story: 
Saudi Arabia, the world's 
largest oil producer, wanted to 
hold down prices.

But they were 
under intense pressure from 
the other oil powers to join in 
the oil price squeeze.

The Saudis repeatedly urged 
then-US. Ambassador James 
Akins, according to Akins' own 
secret account, “to put pressure 
cm the shah to cooperate with 
Saudi Arabia and reduce the 
oil prices.' Yet the shah kept 
calling for outrageous price in­ 
creases. 
Finally, the late King Faisal 
took up the problem directly 
with Kissinger in 1974. Accord­ 
ing to a secret account of their 
conversation, “the king urged 
him directly to take up (oil 
prices) with the shah, and the 
secretary agreed to do so.” 
Kissinger reported back to 
King Faisal on Feb. 15, 1975, 
that he had tried to persuade 
the shah to reduce oil prices. 
Sources close to Kissinger have 
told us this was a lie. The Sec­ 
retary of State made no at­ 
tempt, they say, to restrain the 
shah. 
Later the shah himself told 
the Saudis that Kissinger had 
not brought up oil prices with 
him. Adding another jigsaw 
piece. A m bassador Akins 
offered this secret intelligence: 
“The Iranian had told (the 
Saudis) we were completely 
unconcerned about any price 
rise. The shah has also told this 
to numerous oilmen as proof 
that the US. is at least in­ 
different to an increase in oil 
prices. In any case, the Saudis 
have seen no account from any 
American source that we in 


any way tried to pressure the 
shah to liack off his extreme 
position on oil crisis” 
U ltim ately , th e S au d is 
becam e convinced that the 
Nixon Administration secretly 
favored the oil gouge They 
g a v e up th e ir a tte m p ts, 
therefore, to stand alone 
against the greedy oil poten­ 
tates. The Saudi oil minister. 
Sheik Ahmed Zaki Yamani, 
later explained this to then- 
Treasury Secretary William 
Simon in a letter dated Sept 3, 
1975. and marked "strictly per­ 
sonal." 
“1 would like you to know," 
wrote Yamani, “lhat there are 
those amongst as who think 
that the US. Administration 
does not really object to an in­ 
crease in oil prices There are 
even those who think that you 
encourage it for obvious politi­ 
cal reasons and that any offi­ 
cial position taken to the contr­ 
ary is merely to cover up this 
fact." 
An alarmed Simon wrote a 
six-page memo to Gerald Ford 
who had replaced Richard 
Nixon in the White House. The 
Saudi royal family had in­ 
formed him personally, wrote 
Simon, that “Saudi Arabia 
would press OPEC for lower 
prices” but that they "need the 
U.S. to help turn the shah 
around." 
Simon added that the Saudi 
oil minister had also “written 
me several times along the 
same lines. Yamani and others 
h a v e sa id th e y w o n d e r 
whether, in fact, we want lower 
oil prices since we never even 
raise the subject with the 
shah." 
We can’t say whether Ford 
ever asked Kissinger to speak 
to the shah. But as long as 
Kissinger remained Secretary 
of State, our sources say, he 
never brought pressure on the 
shah to hold down oil prices. 
The Saudis, m eanw hile 
waited for Kissinger to be 
removed from power and then 


made another attempt to hold 
the line on oil prices. They 
refused to go along with the fuil 
price increase and threatened 
to boost their production to 10 
million barrels a day 
This

But bad weather, a rash of 
fires and technical difficulties 
prevented the Saudis from 
reaching the 10-million-harrel 
goal. The other oil powers, with 
the shah leading the pack, also 
hounded the Saudis to raise 
prices. 
The shah howled that the 
Saudi action was costing Iran 
$6 million a day in last nil 
revenues. Any increase in 
Saudi production at Iran's ex­ 
pense, he warned, would con­ 
stitute “an act of aggression." 
ThLs was followed by an ex­ 
change of delegations between 
the two countries. In Saudi 
Arabia, the Iranian representa­ 
tives urged the Saudi govern­ 
ment to reverse its policies. In 
Iran, the Saudi emissaries let 
the shah know that the royal 
family didn’t appreciate his in­ 
temperate outbursts. 
The shah quieted down, and 
the Saudis began behind-the- 
scenes negotiations. They 
finally agreed to raise their 
prices another five per cent, 
bringing them equal to the 
world price, if the other oil 
powers would cancel an an­ 
nounced five per cent rise, our 
sources understand. 
Meanwhile, many nations 
have been forc<*d to borrow 
money to pay their staggering 
oil bills. Now they are running 
out of credit; yet the price of 
crude is continuing to climb. 
This has caused grave alarm 
in the backrooms of govern­ 
ment. Troubled strategists fear 
the international financial 
system may break down, with 
a crash that could plunge the 
western world into chaos.

IN BUSINESS 
Military careers — especially via the college Reserve 
Officer Training Corps (ROTC) — are beginning to look 
better to young Americans facing a tight job market. 
Army ROTC, largest of the three run by the military 
services and which wilted under the torrent of student 
protests from 165.430 cadets in 1967 to 33,220 in 1973, has 
grown steadily each year since. Enrollment now stands 
at 54,671. 
Three reasons are given. First, the Vietnam War, 
which generated the protests, is over. A new college 
generation is looking at ROTC with eyes unjaundiced by 
disaffection with that wretched conflict. 
Then, too, last year’s bicentennial celebration brought 
what ROTC officials refer to as “a tinge of patriotism” to 
college student. 
Most important, perhaps, is the fact that these days the 
military 
is 
a 
beneficient 
employer. 
New second 
lieutenants start at about $12,000 a year, plus such cushy 
perquisites as commissary privileges, free medical care 
and the like. 
Add to that the fact that even a second lieutenant 
begins as a boss — in a manner of speaking — and the 
total sum of allurement to the military life is not to be 
denied, especially at a time of relatively high unem­ 
ployment, when holders of academic doctorates often 
end up as stockroom clerks 
A successful four-year tour of active duty as a reserve 
officer is a pretty impressive credential that the young 
person has learned the principles of leadership and 
management. 
These are undeniably marketable skills in a future 
civilian job market. Students entering college next fall 
should give ROTC serious consideration for their own 
good as well as their country's.

Neutron bomb tests made 


WASHINGTON (A P) — The United States has conducted un­ 
derground tests in Nevada with the neutron bomb, a government 
spokesman said today. 
“ It’s a matter of procedure that weapons are tested before 


production,” said a spokesman for the Energy Research and 
Development Administration. 
The neutron bomb, which is designed to kill people with 


massive doses of radiation while leaving most buildings intact, is 
designed as a warhead for the Lance missile, which now carries 
conventional nuclear warheads. 
The Pentagon is seekinv funds to put the neutron bomb into 


production. 
The ERDA spokesman said the neutron bomb, known as the 


enhanced radiation warhead, “ is under development now. 
Nuclear weapons are tested in the development stage before they 
go into production.’’ 
He declined to say when testing began, how often the weapon 


has been tested or the results He said the tests have been con­ 
ducted under treaties requiring that nuclear tests be conducted 
underground and that no radiation escape.

WASHINGTON (A P) — Government health experts, con­ 
cluding a four-year, $4 million study, are saying cocaine can be 
dangerous to your health, but that very little is known about the 
drug. 
The National Institute of Drug Abuse, in a report released 


Wednesday, said cocaine poses moderate health problems. But it 
also said more serious consquences could arise from the 
legalization and general distribution of the drug. 
Dr. Robert L. DuPont, NIDA’s director, said “ ... our 


knowledge of cocaine as a drug of abuse is still modest” 
In its report, NIDA estimated that almost 8 million Americans 


have experimented with cocaine at least once, and about 1 
million have used it in the part month. The agency said there are 
indications the drug is becoming more popular. 
DuPont said cocaine is not a safe drug and should not be lik­ 
ened to marijuana. 
Cocaine is the principal active ingredient of the coca plant, a 


shrub found in the Andean Mountains of South America. It was 
purified and isolated in the 19th century and is used medically as 
a stimulant and local anesthetic.

“ The day after which nothing 
would ever be the same for him 
was Friday, May 20,1927. That 
morning, alone in a little plane 
powered by a single engine, 
Charles A. Lindbergh took off 
from a muddy runway on the 
outskirts of New York.

That Lindbergh made it, be­ 
came the first person in history 
to fly nonstop from New York 
to Paris, is a matter of histori­ 
cal record. Even now, 50 years 
after that historic flight and in 
a time when the flight casually 
is duplicated many times daily, 
Lindbergh remains a hero. 
Why? 
In this complex, multilayered 
book, New Yorker writer Bren­ 
dan Gill probes deeply into the 
Lindbergh legend and comes up 
with a well-rounded, satisfying 
narrative of just who Lindbergh 
was and what made him run. 
An intensely private person, 
Lindbergh, who once moved his 


family overseas in order to 
avoid invasions of that much- 
sought-after privacy by both 
the press and the public, left 
ample written material behind 
and Gill has analyzed it, boiled 
it down and come up with this 
anooth, 
well-written person­ 
ality study. 
The son of not happily mar­ 
ried parents, Lindbergh ran an 
aimless course as a youth, 
doing poorly in school and fail­ 
ing in many of the projects he 
set out upon. But then he was 
taken by the flying fever. Fly­ 
ing became his obsession and 
his delight and his whole life 
changed.

Illegal Laetrile 
use reported 
by chiropractor 


IDPtiKA, Kan. (AT*) — An 
investigator for the Kansas 
Board of Healing Arts says a 
Johnson County chiropractor 
has treated several patients 
with what he said was Laetrile, 
the controversial cancer drug. 
The investigator, Francis Mc­ 
Guire, said his report to the 
board would show that the 
chiropractor apparently admin­ 
istered the drug intravenously 
over a six-week period and that 
three of his patients had died of 
cancer. 
McGuire said he could not 
prove that the drug actually 
was Laetrile, which is banned 
in Kansas, but that witnesses 
said “he administered what he 
said was Laetrile and we have 
to assume it was.” McGuire 
said chiropractors in Kansas 
are not licensed to inject drugs 
or use intravenous procedures. 
The investigator declined to 
identify the chiropractor before 
he submits his report to the 
board July 23. 
McGuire said that when the 
case was referred to the board 
several weeks ago the chiro­ 
practor already was under in­ 
vestigation for allegedly admin­ 
istering a controversial hor­ 
mone used to treat hardening 
of the arteries. 
He said the investigation in­ 
dicated the chiropractor admin­ 
istered what he said was the 
hormone to one patient who 
died. McGuire said the chiro­ 
practor denied using the hor­ 
mone when he was interviewed. 
The investigator said he did 
not know if the board would 
take any action against the 
chiropractor but that it could 
place him on probation or sus­ 
pend or revoke his license.

50 per cent of residents to 
subscribe. See-Mor’s request for 
the increase was granted. 
Councilman Sonny Glass 
registered a complaint about 
gas and gravel trucks speeding 
on Main Street. He said he 
personally had clocked a truck 
doing 50 m.p.h. 
Acting on the complaint, the 
council instructed Police Chief 
Ralph Hayes to begin a crack­ 
down on all speeders. The speed 
limit on the heavily traveled 
thoroughfare is 30 m.p.h.

But a dozen grade A eggs 
were up, extra large rising a 
dime to 79 cents, large up a 
nickle to 74 cents and medium 
six cents higher at 64 cents. 
Beef blade roast at 82 cents a 
pound and T-bone steak at $2.10 
a a pound both fell six cents 
while sirloin steak was down 
four cents to $1.85 and ground 
beef was three cents lower at 
77 cents apound.

(AP) — Continuation of the 
reduced 55 mile-an-hour speed 
limit on Missouri highways 
through 1979 was signed into 
law today by Gov. Joseph Tea- 
sdale. 
It is the second time the low­ 
er limit has been extended for 
two years since it was original­ 
ly enacted in March 1974 under 
a federal mandate. Lawmak­ 
ers, however, have rejected ef­ 
forts to make the lower limit 
permanent. 
State Highway Patrol offi­ 
cials credit the reduced limit 
with the substantial decline in 
traffic fatalities the state has 
experienced in the past 3% 
years. Missouri has been one of 
only three states in the nation 
to receive federal incentive 
grants each year because of 
significant 
improvements 
in 
highway safety. 
As of midnight Tuesday, 548 
persons had been killed on 
state roads so far this year, 
down 40 from the number dying 
during the same period a year 
ago. 
While the 1977 death toll is st­ 
ill above the number killed in 
1974, the lowest number of dea­ 
ths in years, it is well below 
the 698 persons killed during 
the first half of 1973, the year 
beofre the lower speed limit 
went into effect. 
“We believe the lower limits 
is the cause of the downsurge 
in deaths,” said Sgt. Donald 
Slevin of the patrol's traffic di­ 
vision. “People are again try­ 
ing to comply with the limit.” 
Slevin said the average speed 
on highways is still slightly be­ 
low 60 miles an hour, the same 
as recorded past year, and that 
speeding tickets and warnings 
are being issued at about the 
same pace as in 1976. 
The earliest forerunner of the 
motor car is believed to be 
a three-wheeled steam-driven 
carriage built in 1769-70. It 
ran for about 20 minutes at 
two to three miles an hour.

Longtime obterver convinced sunapou 
are directly related to weather patterns 


TOPEKA, Kan. (AP) - It 
may sound a bit wacky at first, 
but Don Christy is convinced 
there is a relationship among 
sunspots, drought, the value of 
hogs at market and the flow of 
the world’s rivers. 
And understanding the deli­ 
cate balance, he says, may be 
a key to increasing agricultural 
production and being able to 
predict violent storms on the 
Great Plains. 
The secret lies in the tiny 
heart of some of nature's ele­ 
ments— the sublimation nuclei. 
“I’ve spent 40 years re­ 
searching this,” said Christy, a 
cattle rancher, former state 
Senator and university instruc­ 
tor and independent thinker 
from 
western 
Kansas. 
‘.I ’ve 
been collecting this data almost 
all my life.” 
For nearly 15 minutes Tues­ 
day, 
Christy wove a com­ 
plicated theory at a public 
hearing 
before Sen. James 
Pearson, R-Kan., The hearing 
was to discuss the proposed es­ 
tablishment of a coordinated 
national climate program. 
At the conclusion of Christy’s 
presentation, Dr. Dean Bark, 
professor of physics at Kansas 
State University, urged him to 
submit 
his 
conclusions 
for 
academic scrutiny. 
“Solar activity appears to in- 


fluence precipitation,” Christy 
said. “In some areas of the 
United States and the world, 
precipitation is increased dur­ 
ing the period when the leading 
sunspots in the sun’s northern 
hemisphere of the sunspot pair 
is of the northern polarity.” 
In essence, 
what Christy 
proposed is that during certain 
arrangements on the sun, the 
nuclei of some elements, strip­ 
ped of their electrons, rise from 
die surface and ride the solar 
winds toward earth. Those that 
reach the planet become subli­ 
mation nuclei, around which 
tiny raindrops may form. 
It is the same principle as ar­ 
tificial cloud seeding with silver 
iodide salt. Other particals in 
the air can do the same thing: 
salt from the sea, dust from the 
plains. 
But this notion of cosmic par- 
icals from the sun adds some- 
hing to the complex puzzle 
vhich scientists have been try- 
ng to answer for years — what 
nakes it rain. 
Without these tiny nuclear 
particles, either salt from the 
sea air or cosmic dust from 
sunspots, there can be little 
rain. The result in may cases is 
drought. 
But 
Christy 
warned 
Sen. 
Pearson 
and 
the 
other 
academicians and experts who 
sat listening Thursday, that the 


game was more complicated 
than that For some regions 
have high drought while others 
have plenty of rain. 
The way Christy sees the 
process, in which everything is 
linked together, is as follows: 
When the polarity of the sun­ 
spots isn’t right, solar activity 
doesn’t produce the particles 
needed. The lack of rain in the 
interior of major continents 
jesults in hotter temperatures, 
which, in turn, draws more 
moisture into the land. 


“It may explain the increase 
of precipitation in the north­ 
eastern United States when the 
mid-continent U.S.A. is in drou­ 
ght,” he said. “It may explain 
the reason that the lower Niger 
River flow has the opposite 
time table of the Upper Niger 
River. The extra heating in­ 
ducted by the Sahara Desert 
brings extra moisture into the 
lower Niger from the Atlantic. 


“The Upper Niger is behind a 
mountain range. The lifting of 
the incoming air washes the ef­ 
ficient salt nuclei from the air 
before it reaches the Upper Ni­ 
ger. Consequently, the time­ 
table is determined by the sub­ 
limation nuclei supplied by. the 
sun.” 
Therefore, then the sun is 
sending 
plenty of 
particles 
down this way, there will be 
Germ warfare tested 
in the White House? 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Germ 
warfare tests at the White 
House? You’d better believe it. 
They weren’t conducted yes­ 
terday, or even last year. In 
fact, the whole business nearly 
has become lost in the mists of 
history. What makes the sub­ 
ject current is an apparent dif­ 
ference of opinion between the 
Pentagon and President Car­ 
ter’s White House over a re­ 
porter's request for details. 
The Army acknowledged ear­ 
lier this year it had turned 
loose nonlethal germs some 
years back in such public pla­ 
ces here as the sprawling Pen­ 
tagon, National Airport and the 
Greyhound bus depot before 
President Richard M. Nixon or­ 
dered a halt to all such activi­ 
ties in 1969. 
This disclosure led to a ru­ 
mor that the White House also 
had been a target for germ 
warfare experiments. 
In response to an inquiry, a 
Pentagon spokesman said that 


“at the request of the White 
House staff, the Army in 1962 
tested the air intake system of 
a portion of the White House.” 
He said nonlethal bacteriologi­ 
cal agents were employed. 
Pressed 
for 
details, 
the 
spokesman said nothing would 
please him more than to pro­ 
vide an elaboration. However, 
he said he was under orders 
from the White House to say 
nothing further. 
White House Press Secretary 
Jody Powell later said he knew 
nothing about the tests or about 
any vag order to the Pentagon. 
Ditto 
for Jerrold Schecter, 
spokesman for the National Se­ 
curity Council. Ditto for John 
Warner, spokesman for the Se­ 
cret Service. 
So the whole affair remains 
as mysterious as those little 
microbes that floated around 
some part of the White House 
back when John F. Kennedy 
was president. 


Carter calls for 
postal citizen-ràte 


When Jimmy Carter walks, 
everybody — well, almost ev­ 
erybody — walks, too. 
Eight sedans and 
station 
wagons were drawn up in a line 
when the President, relatives, 
aides, friends and bodyguards 
arrived by helicopter at Camp 
David, Md., for the July 4th 
weekend. 
Carter moved directly toward 
his sedan, at the head of the 
line, conferred briefly 
with 
some of his fellow travelers, 
then picked up James Earl 
Carter 
IV, 
his 4-month-old 
grandson. 
Turning away from the wait­ 
ing vehicle, 
Carter stepped 
briskly down an asphalt road­ 
way leading to his weekend 
lodge about 
a quarter-mile 
away. Wife Rosalynn and al­ 
most everyone else did the 
same. 
Except for the infant, every­ 
one walked save the drivers of 
the eight vehicles. The drivers 
pulled their cars into line be­ 
hind the President and followed 
at a walking pace It was Camp 
David’s version of a holiday pa­ 
rade.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
Postal Service, meeting to de­ 
cide whether to raise mail ra­ 
tes, has a request from Presi­ 
dent Carter for special cut-rate 
stamps for consumers. 
Carter's request, made in a 
letter to Postmaster General 
Benjamin F. Bailar, asks him 
to consider a “citizen-rate” for 
first-class mail, but specifies no 
price. 
One proposal that has been 
mentioned would make avail­ 
able a $1 booklet of eight sta­ 
mps costing 12.5 cents each. 
Bailar is expected to pass 
along Carter’s request when, the 
Postal Service Board of Gover­ 
nors meets today to act on 
proposed new rates that could 
take effect early next year and 
to discuss eliminating Saturday 
delivery. 
Carter’s proposed rate, rec­ 
ommended last week, could be 
used by individuals, not busi­ 
nesses. 
“I believe that as a matter of 
national policy it would be in 
the public interest to pursue the 
concept 
of 
a 
citizen rate 
first-class postage for use by 
consumers,” 
the 
President 
wrote. 
Bailar said several months 
ago that the first-class letter 
rate probably would go to 15 
cents if Saturday delivery was 
eliminated and 16 cents if it 
was continued. 
Although rate increases bring 
the mail agency substantial 
criticism, the proposed reduc­ 
tion in delivery is generating as 
much controversy in Congress 
this time. 
The controversy heated up 
when a congreesionally created 
study 
recommend­

The secret lies in the tiny 
heart of some of natura’s ele­ 
ments— the sublimation nuclei. 
“I’ve 
spent

re­ 
searching this,” said Christy, a 
cattle rancher, former state 
Senator and university instruc­ 
tor and independent thinker 
from 
w estern 
Kansas. 
‘ . I ’ve 
been collecting this data almost 
all my life.” 
For nearly 15 minutes Tues­ 
day, 
Christy 
wove 
a com­ 
plicated theory at a public 
hearing 
before 
Sen. 
James 
Pearson. R-Kan., The hearing 
was to discuss the proposed es­ 
tablishment of a coordinated 
national climate program. 
At the conclusion of Christy’s 
presentation. Dr. Dean Bark, 
professor of physics at Kansas 
State University, urged him to 
submit 
his 
conclusions 
for 
academic scrutiny. 
"Solar activity appears to in- 


fluence precipitation,” Christy 
said 
“ In some areas of the 
United States and the world, 
precipitation is increased dur­ 
ing the period when the leading 
sunspots in the sun's northern 
hemisphere of the sunspot pair 
is of the northern polarity.”

When the polarity of the sun­ 
spots isn't right, solar activity 
doesn’t produce the particles 
needed The lack of rain in the 
interior of major continents 
jesults in hotter temperatures, 
which, in turn, draws more 
moisture into the land. 


“It may explain the increase 
of precipitation in the north­ 
eastern United States when the 
mid-continent U.S.A. is in drou­ 
ght,” he said. “It may explain 
the reason that the lower Niger 
River flow has the opposite 
time table of the Upper Niger 
River. The extra heating in­ 
ducted by the Sahara Desert 
brings extra moisture into the 
lower Niger from the Atlantic.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Solar 
energy may be able to compete 
with electricity in producing 
heat and hot water for large 
commercial 
and 
residential 
buildings as early as 1980, a 
new congressional study says. 
The report by the Office of 


Technology Assessment, publi­ 
shed Tuesday, suggests that 
Congress consider policies be­ 
yond what the Carter adminis­ 
tration is endorsing to encour­ 
age development of large solar 
power units. 
The study says rising elec- 


tricity costs and falling solar 
equipment expenses may make 
even small solar electricity un­ 
its economically competitive 
with conventional power plants. 
But most buildings still would 
need a back-up conventional 
power system, the study says, 
adding that solar energy cannot 
compete with coal in industrial 
use for at least the next 20 
years. 
The study, nearly 1,000 pages 
long, was based on computer 
comparisons of solar energy 
devices with electric or natural 
gas systems. 
It 
suggests 
that 
private 
homes can use the sun's rays to 
provide hot water and, perhaps, 
space heating, and adds that of­ 
fice and apartment buildings or 
hotels may find it even more 
financially attractive to turn to 
solar heating and hot water. 
Even solar air conditioning 
may be feasible, perhaps by 
roofing over parking lots with 
solar energy collectors and bur­ 
ying heat-storing water tanks 
beneath the lots, the study 
says. 
Heat collected by simple so­ 
lar panels could be circulated 
through coils for direct heating, 
or used to drive devices called 
“heat pumps” that can be re­ 
versed to provide air condi­ 
tioning. 
If the federal Energy Re­ 
search and Development Ad­ 
ministration can meet its 1965 
goal of reducing the cost of so­ 
lar-electric cells by almost 97 
per cent, the report says, it 
may become economical to 
generate 
electricity 
directly 
from sunlight, using crystal 
panels something like thos* 
that have helped power manned 
spacecraft and communications 
satellites. 
Only the new, cheaper solar 
panels would be reasonable for 
private homes and other build­ 
ings that use relatively little 
electricity. 
The report says increased use 
of solar energy would mean a 
cleaner environment and would 
increase employment, 
parti­ 
cularly in the building trades 
and in the manufacturing and 
maintenance of solar equip­ 
ment.

KEY WEST, Fla. (AP) - "I 
never thought America was so 
free,” says a young Californian 
who spent the Fourth of July as 
a captive in Havana after Cu­ 
ban forces seized the ketch he 
was sailing to Panama. 
Robert Skafte, his four com­ 
panions and their 46-foot ketch 
Musics were released Tuesday. 
The U.S. Coast Guard said to­ 
day two other American sail­ 
boats — the Sea Dragon from 
Miami and an unidentified boat 
from Orlando, Fla. — also were 
seized Sunday and were still 
being held in Cuba. 
A Coast Guard spokesman 
said the Musica was seized in 
international waters after an 
unidentified American vessel 
fired on a Cuban fishing boat 
“The Americans on one of 
the sailboats were approached 
by another vessel that they 
thought was trying to conduct 


an act of piracy,” said Coast 
Guard LL David Nicholson. "So 
the Americans opened fire on 
the other ship, and it turned out 
to be a Cuban vessel. 
'Word got bade to Cuba that 
one of their ships had been 
fired on so the Cubans appar­ 
ently took out every boat they 
had and seized every ship with­ 
in a 50-mile radius of the in­ 
cident” 
Nicholson said it was not 
known which American boat 
had fired at the Cuban ship, 
whether the other two boats 
also were seized in inter­ 
national waters or when they 
might be released He said the 
other two boats were believed 
to be carrying two crewmen 
each. 
The Coast Guard said it be­ 
came aware of the incident 
when it monitored the Musica’s 
distress signals during the seiz­ 
ure Sunday, a spokesman said. 


The Coast Guard said it in­ 
formed the U.S. State Depart­ 
ment of the capture. 
The State Department had no 
Immediate comment on the 
seizure. 
Skafte, a 19-year-old student 
from Newport Beach, Calif., 
had sailed from Marathon in 
the Florida Keys on Sunday 
morning. 
Aboard wore the ship’s own­ 
er, Dr. Donald Reidt, a profes­ 
sor of medicine at the Univer­ 
sity of Califomia-Irvine, and 
three others who, like Skafte, 
wanted to learn to sail. They 
were identified as Paul Hoi- 
thus, 20, Orange, Calif.; Terry 
Scott Kohrs, 20, Kansas City, 
Mo.; and Susan McCarthy, 16, 
Encinitas, Calif. 
Abokt 32 miles off the Cuban 
shore, Skafte said, a fishing 
boat approached the Musica. 
“We told them we were going 
to Panama, and they said, 
‘Adios’ and left,” Skafte told 
The Associated Press in a tele­ 
phone interview Tuesday night. 
Suddenly, two jet fighter 
planes appeared and began 
making passes over the Musi­ 
ca, “dropping some kind of 
bomblike things that would 
make a big noise and water 
would shoot up,” Skafte said. 
“I thought, ‘God, there’s some 
kind of war starting.’” 
Two gunboats then approa­ 
ched and the Musica was 
boarded by a Cuban military 


officer and four armed men, 
Skafte said. The Cubans stayed 
aboard for an ll-hour run into 
port at Bahia de Cabana. 
Hie Americans were inter­ 
rogated individually, then driv­ 
en to Havana and held in a dor­ 
mitory-like facility, he said. 
About dawn on July 4, “We had 
breakfast: soda crackers, wa­ 
ter and Cuban coffee," said 
Skafte. 
He said more questions fol­ 
lowed. During the day, the Mu­ 
sica crew discovered two other 
Americans had been taken cap­ 
tive. Skafte, who had been 
debriefed by Coast Guard of­ 
ficers on arrival in Key West, 
would not reveal their names. 
“They’re still down there,” 
he said. 
He said he and the others 
were taken back to the Musica 
at about midnight Monday. 
“We said, we’re free. It’s the 
end of Independence Day and 
we’re free,” said Skafte. 
The Musica radioed the Coast 
Guard again after being relea­ 
sed. The ship arrived at Key 
West on Tuesday afternoon. 
An exhausted Skafte said the 
experience gave him a new 
view of democracy. “I’m not 
glad it happened, but it gave 
me a chance to appreciate 
America.

(AP) - "I 
never thought America was so 
free," says a young Californian 
who spent the Fourth of July as 
a captive in Havana after Cu­ 
ban forces seized the ketch he 
was sailing to Panama. 


Robert Skafte, his four com­ 
panions and their 46-foot ketch 
Musica were released Tuesday. 
The U.S. Coast Guard said to­ 
day two other American sail­ 
boats — the Sea Dragon from 
Miami and an unidentified boat 
from Orlando, Fla — also were 
seized Sunday and were still 
being held in Cuba 
A Coast Guard spokesman 
said the Musica was seized in 
international waters after an 
unidentified 
American vessel 
fired on a Cuban fishing boat. 
“The Americans on one of 
the sailboats were approached 
by another vessel that they 
thought was trying to conduct 


an act of piracy,” said Coast 
Guard Lt. David Nicholson. “So 
the Americans opened fire on 
the other ship, and it turned out 
to be a Cuban vessel. 
“Word got back to Cuba that 
one of their ships had been 
fired on so the Cubans appar­ 
ently took out every boat they 
had and seized every ship with­ 
in a 50-mile radius of the in­ 
cident.” 
Nicholson said it was not 
known which American boat 
had fired at the Cuban ship, 
whether the other two boats 
also 
were 
seized 
in 
inter­ 
national waters or when they 
might be released He said the 
other two boats were believed 
to be carrying two crewmen 
each. 
The Coast Guard said it be­ 
came aware of the incident 
when it monitored the Musica’s 
distress signals during the seiz 
ure Sunday, a spokesman said.

The Coast Guard said it in­ 
formed the U.S. State Depart­ 
ment of the capture. 
The State Department had no 
immediate comment on the 
seizure. 
Skafte, a 19-year-old student 
from Newport Beach, Calif., 
had sailed from Marathon in 
the Florida Keys on Sunday 
morning 
Aboard were the ship’s own­ 
er, Dr. Donald Reidt, a profes­ 
sor of medicine at the Univer­ 
sity of California-Irvine, and 
three others who, like Skafte, 
wanted to learn to sail. They 
were identified as Paul Hol- 
thus, 20, Orange, Calif.; Terry 
Scott Kohrs, 20, Kansas City, 
Mo.; and Susan McCarthy, 16, 
Encinitas, Calif. 
Abokt 32 miles off the Cuban 
shore, Skafte said, a fishing 
boat approached the Musica. 
“We told them we were going 
to Panama, 
and they said, 
‘Adios’ and left,” Skafte told 
The Associated Press in a tele­ 
phone interview Tuesday night.

The Americans were inter­ 
rogated individually, then driv­ 
en to Havana and held in a dor­ 
mitory-like facility, he said. 
About dawn on July 4, "We had 
breakfast: soda crackers, wa­ 
ter and Cuban coffee,” said 
Skafte. 
He said more questions fol­ 
lowed. During the day, the Mu­ 
sica crew discovered two other 
Americans had been taken cap­ 
tive. Skafte, 
who had been 
debriefed by Coast Guard of­ 
ficers on arrival in Key West, 
would not reveal their names. 
“They’re still down there,” 
he said. 
He said he and the others 
were taken back to the Musica 
at about midnight Monday. 
“We said, we’re free. It’s the 
end of Independence Day and 
we re free,” said Skafte 
The Musica radioed the Coast 
Guard again after being relea­ 
sed. The ship arrived at Key 
West on Tuesday afternoon. 
An exhausted Skafte said the 
experience gave him a new 
view of democracy. “I’m not 
glad it happened, but it gave 
me a chance to appreciate

Course deadline extended 


NEW YORK (AP) - Today, 
July 7, is 7-7-77. If you put store 
in numbers, and share the be­ 
lief that seven is a lucky one, 
you might think this is your lu­ 
cky day. 
But maybe you’d better think 
twice. 
As reported in the New York 
Times of July 8, 1877, here are 
some of the things that happe­ 
ned on the last 7-7-77 — 100 
years ago: 
— More than 700 unlicensed 
dogB were drowned by the New 
York City dog pound, as owners 
of lost dogs scurried about try­ 
ing to find their pets. “There 
was more excitement at the 
pound yesterday than at any 
time since its opening,” the 
Times said. 
— The German bark Auguste 
arrived in London “with her 
bulwarks and stanchions bro­ 
ken, her rigging carried away, 
and otherwise damaged, having 
been in collision.” 
— Otis Hodge’s machine shop 
and foundry at North Adams, 
N.Y., was destroyed by fire, at 
a loss of $20,000. He had $8,000 
insurance. 
— A horse named Idalia 
stepped up to the starting post 
at Monmouth Park, .N.J., a fa­ 
vorite because she had already 
bested her competition, Zoo 
Zoo. But Idalia became uncon­ 
trollable, tried to bolt and lost 
the race before it started. “A 
more sorrowful looking set of 
men than Idalia’s backers were 
never seen on a race course,” 
the Times commented. 


— Two deputy sheriffs sho­ 
wed up at the Episcopal Church 
of the Holy Saviour at Madison 
Avenue and 25th Street to con­ 
fiscate ornaments, the organ, 
furniture and die like on behalf 
of the Rev. Dr. Abraham Car­ 
ter, the pastor, who said he had 
not been paid for some time.

Wednesday said the agency had 
completed a tentative plan, 
which still must be submitted 
to the federal Community Serv­ 
ices Administration for appro­ 
val. 
The state has asked the fed­ 
eral government for $5.8 mil­ 
lion to help low-income Mis­ 
sourians meet the cost of their 
high heating bills during last 
winter's serve re weather. 
Bergfalk said the department 
officials still had to contact 
suppliers on some of the details 
of the plan before it would be 
sent to the federal officials. 
“We hope to submit the plan 
within a week or 10 days and 
then to get is approved in about 
a week,’’ the deputy director 
added. 
Under federal guidelines only 
those people below the poverty 
level will be eligible for the as­ 
sistance, he said. 
The tentative plan will work 
on a forumla whereby the 
low-income residents would be 
paid the difference between 
their utility bills from the peri­ 
od of November 1976 through 
March 1977 and the same peri­ 
od from the year before. 
Bergfalk 
said the 
money 
would be paid directly to sup­ 


pliers and the plan calls for sa­ 
feguards to avoid fraud. 
The federal money would be 
used to pay the bilk for those 
low-income elderly who were 
cut off or were about to be cut 
off, Bergfalk explained. 
And those elderly who paid 
their bills, but who suffered a 
financial harship because they 
did, would get a credit toward 
their utility bills for the coming 
winter, he said. 


For those persons under 65, 
who are below the poverty lev­ 
el, the funds would be spent for 
assistance to those who had 
been cut off or who were slated 
to have their service cut off, 
Bergfalk said. 
However, he said it would 
have cost too much money to 
give a credit toward next win­ 
ter's bill for those persons un­ 
der 65 who paid their bills. 
Gov. Joseph Teasdale has di­ 
rected that the funds be used 
for the poor and near poor— 
with a priority for those per­ 
sons over 65. 


Teasdale also said he would 
require all suppliers receiving 
the funds under the program to 
“immediately reconnect serv­ 
ice” and offer deferred pay­ 
ment arrangements to those 
customers assisted by the pro­ 
gram. 
Bergfalk said he hoped the 
tenetative plan would get final 
approval from the federal gov­ 
ernment by the end of July and 
those prersons who would be 
eligilbe for the assistance could 
be identified by the end of Au­ 
gust.

would rem ain 13 cents 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
nation’s top postal official says 
an estimated one letter in five 
would qualify for a proposed 
new “citizen rate” on stamps, 
but admits he doesn’t know 
how many people would “go to 
the trouble” of meeting the 
requirements. 


Postmaster 
General 
Ben­ 
jamin F. Bailar recommended 
the new rate on Wednesday at 
a meeting with the Postal Serv­ 
ice board of governors. His 
proposal 
would 
retain 
the 
present 13-cent stamp for per­ 
sonal letters while raising the 
cost of a first-class business 
stamp three cents. 


Hie board of governors meets 
Monday to vote on the plan. If 
it approves, the new rates 
would go to the Postal Rate 
Commission, which would have 
10 months to act. 
Under the law, if the commis­ 
sion fails to act within that 
time, the rates would take ef­ 
fect automatically. 
At the board meeting on 
Wednesday, Bailar also said he 
hopes to begin ending Saturday 


mail deliveries and possibly 
close more small post offices 
within the next several months. 
Strong congressional opposi­ 
tion exists to both moves, but 
Bailar said,“I think the public 
will support responsible cost 
cutting.” 
He noted a recent poll show­ 
ing 79 per cent of the public 
supports five-day delivery if it 
would keep postage rates from 
climbing. 
Before he decides whether to 
recommend a five-day delivery 
schedule, Bailar said, opposi­ 
tion of the postal employes’ un­ 
ion leadership must be over­ 
come. Complaints also have 
surfaced from publishers of 
weekly newspapers with adver­ 
tising geared to Saturday deliv­ 
ery. 
Postal officials said they ex­ 
pect business groups to chal­ 
lenge the dual-rate plan if it is 
approved by the two boards. 
The U.S. Chamber of Com­ 
merce said the new rate would 
delay the eventual cost of high­ 
er postage to all users. The 
plan, the organization said, 
would amount to “robbing Pe- 


ter to pay Paul.” 
But the National Association 
of Greeting Card Publishers 
lauded Bailar’s proposal. The 
group said the mails “are the 
only feasible method of carry­ 
ing personal correspondence” 
for many individuals.

Teasdale also signed a bill 
ending double taxation by the 
state of at least $9 million in 
income because of quirks in the 
state and federal income tax 
systems. 
Although watered down from 
its original form, the bill in­ 
creasing the power of Public 
Counsel William Barvick 
is 
viewed at least as a start at 
putting that office on an equal 
footing with the utilities’ legal 
staffs in proceedings before the 
PSC. 
It gives the public counsel 
clear authority to appeal deci­ 
sion of the commission to the 
courts, a power questioned by 
utility firms in the past, and it 
provides the counsel access to 
commission information. 
It also requires the commis­ 
sion to obtain utility records for 
the counsel, if he can show jus­ 
tification for needing them. 
A key provision of the origi­ 
nal bill, financing of the office’s 
operations through asessments 
on the utilties, was deleted dur­ 
ing early debate on the bill. 
Supporters 
claimed 
that 
method of financing, which is 
used to support most of the 
PSC’s operations, was the only 
way to free the office from po­ 
litical pressure exerted by the 
legislature through the appro- a 
priation process. 


In signing the bill, Teasdale 
said the expanded authority 
would “help insure that the 
consumer viewpoint is given 
greater emphasis in future rate 
cases.”

Bryan Ornbum, a department 
spokesman, said half of those 
taxpayers affected by the dou­ 
ble-tax are actually breaking 
the law to avoid paying it.

Consumer bills among

the authority for the office 
which represents consumers be­ 
fore the Missouri Public Serv­ 
ice Commission was signed into 
law today by by Gov. Joseph 
Teasdale 


The bill increasing the au­ 
thority of the utility consumers' 
public counsel was the only 
provision to survive the legispa 
ture from the anti-utility pack­ 
age proposed by Teasdale last 
January 
The governor won of­ 
fice on a platform highly criti­ 
cal of utilities 
Teasdale also signed a bill 
ending double taxation by the 
state of at least $9 million in 
income because of quirks in the 
state and federal income tax 
systems 
Although watered down from 
its original form, the bill in­ 
creasing the power of Public 
Counsel 
William 
Barvick 
is 
viewed at least as a start at 
putting that office on an equal 
footing with the utilities' legal 
staffs in proceedings before the 
PSC 
It gives the public counsel 
clear authority to appeal deci­ 
sion of the commission to the 
courts, a power questioned by 
utility firm s in the past, and it 
provides the counsel access to 
commission information 
It also requires the com m is­ 
sion to obtain utility records for 
the counsel, if he can show ju s­ 
tification for needing them. 
A key prov ision of the origi 
nal bill, financing of the office's 
operations through asessm ents 
on the utilties, was deleted dur­ 
ing early debate on the bill 
Supporters 
claimed 
that 
method of financing, which is 
used to support must of the 
PSC's operations, was the only 
way to free the office from po­ 
litical pressure exerted by the 
legislature through the appro 
priation process 


In signing the bill, Teasdale 
said the expanded authority 
would "help insure that the 
consumer viewpoint is given 
greater em phasis in future rate 
cases " 
The income tax system qui­ 
rks have resulted in the state 
collecting more than $500,000 a 
year by taxing the sam e in­ 
come twice, according to state 
Revenue Department officiate 
Bryan Ornbum. a department 
spokesman, said half of those 
taxpayers affected by the dou 
ble-tax are actually breaking 
the law to avoid paying it. 
The quirk affects only those 
Missourians who itemize their 
deductions and then get a re­ 
fund on their state income tax­ 
es 
Under federal law, that 
must be declared as income on 
the next year's federal taxes
